Five 
of his ribs were fractured and he was 
injured internally. A widow and two 
children survive him. 

Patrolman Jacob Buckhannon of Cen- 
tral District Station will be in bed at 
bis home, 3409 School street, for at least 
a week, his physician believes, as a re- 
sult of trying to climb the river-front 
hill from the levee to Main street, on 
Locust street, Monday night. 

Policeman Slides Down Hill. 

He had reached Commercial street 
when he began to lose his footing and 
slide back down the hill. He managed 
to remain standing until he got almost 
to the levee. Then he fell on his back 
end slid almost to the river, he said. 
His injury was not considered serious 
vntil he undertook to work in the police 
gymnasium Tuesday.

GOODBAR DECLARES 


BOOGHER ACCOUNT 
I) OVERDRAWN 


Hat Company Stockholder Says 
Former President’s Over- 
draft Is $60,000. 





BOOGHER MAKES- REPLY 

Intimates Transaction Was in 

Connection With His Purchase 
of Additional Stock. 








James W. Goodbar, former’ vice-presi- 
dent of the Boogher, Force & Goodbar 
Hat Co., 1606 Washington avenue, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday after- 
noon that the account of Howard M. 
Boogher, former president of the con- 
cern, had been overdrawn to the extent 
of approximately $60,000. 

Reorganization Hoped For. 

The milion-dollar-a-year business of 
the company, ag told exclusively in 
Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, has for a week 
been in the hands of a trusteeship, 
created by the concern and its cred- 
itors. The company’s capital is $250,000. 

Goodbar, who/is still a stockholder in 
the concern, although not actively iden- 
tified with the business, stated that the 
business methods of the cornoration 
which permitted Boogher to overdraw 
his personal account was one subject 
of the complaints of creditors which 
brought about the trusteeeship. 

Boogher, who was president of the 
company until a year and a half ago, 
was told about Goodbar's statement by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter in the office 
of the company Wednesday. He at 
first stated he did not wish to deny or 
affirm the allegation that he had over- 
drawn his account. 

“Supposing I did draw from the sur- 
plus funds of the corporation to pur- 
chase holdings of retiring stockiolders 
and charged the same to my personal 
account, would you call that an over- 
draft?’ he finally asked when pressed 
for his version of the affair. 

Asked if he might be quoted to that 
effect, Boogher replied that he did not 
care to give any explanation for pub- 
lication. 

“It would be impossible for me to give 
an accurate statement about my per- 
sonal account until the experts have 
completed a detailed and itemized audit 
of the books,” he said, “but 3h unex- 
plained statement that I had overdrawn 
my account to the extent of $60,000 or 
even half of that amount is rid'culous 
I believe my presence here. working at 
a desk is the best contradiction of such 
a statement. 

Says There Is Nothing Wrong. 

“There is nothing wrong in the mero 
overdrawing of an account. There is 
not a salesman on the road who does 
not have to overdraw his account in the 
first 6 days of his trip. He pays all of 
his traveling expenses at the beginning 
of the trip and naturally must over- 
draw. 

‘“T asked for an audit of the books 
before it was decided to place the af- 
fairs of the company in the hands of a 
trusteeship. I also called upon two men 
engaged in the wholesale hat business 
here to make an estimate of the value 
of our stock for the benefit of our cred- 
itors. The creating of a trustesship to 
handle the company’s business was 
merely for the purpose of giving the 
concern stability during the reorganiza- 
tion period.”’ 

Charles Biggs, one of the three teus- 
tees in charge of the business of the 
Boogher, Force & Goodbar Hat Co., 
1606 Washington avenue, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday that there 
were no new developments in the af- 
fairs of the concern. He said he is daily 
expecting a report from the expert ac- 
countants who are at work on the com- 
pany's books. 

“We are still hoping that the financial 
affairs of the concern will be adjusted 
so that reorganization can be satisfac 
torily accomplished,” said he. 

The trustees are: Charles Biggs of 
New York, an actuary in the hat trade: 
John Weber of the Weber & Co. hat 
manufacturers, one of the company’s 
largest creditors, and Murray Carleton 
of the Carleton Dry Goods Co.

Judge Ryan told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Isbell, whose office ie in 
the Houser Building, called at his office 
Dec. 28 and showed him certificates of 
deposit in St. ‘Louls banks for more 
than $20,000, which he said Mrs. Nobile 
had given him outright. 

“T had the gift investigated,’ said 
Judge Ryan, “‘the investigation being as 
thorough as I was able to make it. 

“Dec. 31 %I went to St. Mary’s 
Infirmary, where the aged woman had 
been taken in the meantime and talked 
to her. 1 ascertained what her wishes 
with regard to her property were and 
then drew up a declaration of trust 
with the Mercantile Trust (o. a% ttustee.

PASSENGERS EIGH 
HOURS IN COLD CAR 
IN A SLEET STORM 


Girl Tells of Experience on 
Manchester - Meramec Line 
When the Wires Broke. 








Miss Mae Ingram, a telephone oper- 
ator living at 3913 West Belle place, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday her 
experience in spending eight uncomfort- 
able hours in a Manchester-Meramec 
street car ride Sunday night during the 
storm of sleet. She said it took the 
passengers more than eight hours to 
make the trip which usually is made 
in 4 minutes from Woodlawn to St 
Louis. * 

Miss Ingram and her escort, Bert R. 
Cottam of 510A North Sarah street, got 
on the car at Woodlawn at 10 p. m., 
Sunday, to return to St. Louis after vis- 
iting the family of F. J. Seltzer. The 
car had been delayed by a broken wire 
near Meramec Highlands and the pas- 
sengers waited in the sleet some time 
before the car reached Woodlawn. 

The car slid along as far as Gore av- 
enue, Webster Groves, when it was 
stopped by another wire break. The 
conductor left the car and telephoned 
to the city sheds for a wrecking crew. 
While waiting for relief the little stove 
in the car kept burning with the sur- 
plus supply of coke in the one coal 
scuttle. 

. Wtre Tied Temporarily. 

An hour later the wrecker arrived and 
the wire was tied up temporarily. The 
car backed up, took a running start and 
passed the break on a long slide while 
the conductor held down the trolley 
pole. 

The car was getting cold and the fuel 
was gone. The passengers pulled their 
wraps tightly about them. Just after 
the car passed the long bridge at Edge- 
brook, which spans the tracks of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, the trolley 
wire again broke just ahead of the car.

Fred Peters, a quartermaster, 
man ashore. He was washed 
on the beach last night, six miles from 
the wreck, more dead than alive. His 
name is the only thing rescuers were 
able to get from him before he lapsed 
into unconsciousness. 

Two more survivors, names unknowh 
are aboard the lightship outside the bar. 
They were taken from the rigging -t 
the lost ship by the life-saving crew 
from Point Adams. 

Unable to make their way ashore, the 
life-savers worked their disabled boat 
out to the light ship, where rescued 
and rescuers were safe when the last 
wireless message was received from the 
tug which put to sea last night to aid 
them. The light ship has no wireless 
equipment and no further message has 
come frorn the tug Oneonta. 

Astern of the light ship, the disabled 
life koat rode a floating casket for a 
fourth member of the Rosecrans’ crew 
who leaped from the rigging to be 
picked: up, only to die a few minutes 
later. 

The which drove the tanker to 
her fate still howled today and there 
ceemed little chance that the life savers 
could make their way ashore until the 
storm has abated. 

Bodies from the wreck, including that 
of Capt. Johnson, who followed his ship 
to the end through her disastrous ca- 
reer, have been washed ashore at vari- 
eus points. Only that of the master has 
been identified. 

The wreck lies a half mile off North 
Heal and is under water, with the ex- 
ception of the main mast, to which the 
two survivors on the lightship owe their 
lives. 

Peters, who survived the battering of 
six miles of breaking seas to be flung 
ashore at last, is suffering with a 
broken shoulder and many cuts and 
bruises, but will live. He has been un- 
eble as yet to tell of his experience or 
of the last moments aboard the strick- 
en ship. 

The Fort Canby life saving crew was 
taken back to the station today on a 
‘launch after drifting most of the night 
in a disabled boat. One man was seri- 
ously injured in the fight with the 
waves yesterday and the others were 
worn out by their hours of exposure. 

Runs on Dangerous Point. 

The Rosecrans was hurled on the rocks 
of Peacock Point at the same place 
where the steamship General Washinz- 
ton went aground a year ago. The 
Washington was pulled &®ff after a two 
days’ struggle. Owing to the thick 
weather, the light of the Rosecrans was 
no seen for several hours. When her 
perilous position became known the 
tugs Goliath and Oneonta and the Fort 
Canby and Point Adams Life Saving 
‘rew hurried to her aid. 

When the tugs reached 
borhood of the tanker 
to be hard aground, 
and driving winds made a near ap- 
proach impossible. The wrecked ves- 
sel soon shifted and began to break up. 
and before the tugs and life savers 
could get near enough to put a line 
abaord she slipped off the rocks and 
sank until only her masts and the fun- 
nel appeared above the water with the 
three men clinging to the rigging.

TPARKWAY BILLS 
OFFERED BY CITY. 
PLAN COMMISSION 


Measure Introduced in Cowncil 
for Charter Amendment to 
Provide Improvements. 











THREE PARKWAYS URGED 





From Twelfth Street to Fair- 
ground, One to Grand Ave- 
nue, One to Southwest. 





The City Plan Commission, Tuesday, 
caused to be introduced in the City: 
Council a bill for a charter amendment 
to open the way for the city to carry 
out the commission's plan for a park | 
way extending from Twelfth street 


west to Grand avenue in a district in 
a line with Chestnut street, for aa- 
other northwest and a third southwest 
from Twelfth street. 

The amendment asked for would give 
to the Municipal Assembly, on recom- 
mendation by the Board of Public Im- 
provements, power to establish perk- 
way districts, by which the improve- 
ment 
owt: in a district which could be 
parkway. 

The bill provides that the payments 
shall not be made at one time, but may 
extend over a period of years to be 
fixed by the Assembly, the deferred 
payments to bear 6 per cent interest, 
except on default to bear 8 per cent in- 
terest. The city is given power in the 
bill to regulate traffic in the parkway, 
as well as paving and other improves 
ments. . 

Park Fund Certificates. 

The charter amendment asked pro- 
vides that damages shall be assessed by 
a board of freeholders, and shall be 
equally distributed among all properties 
within the district, the size of which is 
left to the Municipal Assembly in es- 
tablishing a district under the amend- 
ment. 

One section provides for the issuance 
by the Comptroller and Treasurer of 
the city of park fund certificates based 
on the ingtallment assessments. These 
certificates, the commission says, are 
desirable securities for trust funds, and 
in other cities operating under a sim- 
ilar plan have readily sold at par. 
Money for use in the improvement is 
to be obtained by the sale of these cer- 
tificates. 

The usual provisions for legal pro- 
cedure for hearings, for the selection 
of juries of freeholders to determine the 
values of lands and benefits, and for 


are included. 

Eatitled to Park Benefits, 
In a communication to the Council 
the commission says: 
“Every dweller in St. Louis igs entitled 
to have park benefits within a half mile 
of his domicile. He should Nve within 
five minutes’ walk of grass and trees. 
The park of today is a daily necessity 
of urban life.. More and more the city 
dwellers are becoming dependent upon 
parks and playgrounds, and these pro- 
visions are becoming more and more es- 
sential utilities for the moral, as well 
as the physical, well-being of ihe com- 
munity. They rightly include those fa- 
cilities to physical exercise without 
which our eity's population mst inevi- 
tably degenerate.” 
The commission points out that with 
more than 8 square miles of territory, 
the city has less than five square miles 
of parks and playgrounds, and that of 
2740 acres of park area, less than 150 
scres lies east of Grand avenue, where 
the population is more dense than it is 
west of Grand avenue. 

Great Athletic Field. 

“The southwest part of the city,’’ the 
commission states, “should have at the 
earliest practicable date an _  athietic 
field of generous proportions and intel- 
ligent development, somewhere near 
Grand avenue and between Tower 
Grove and Carondelet parks. 
“To the river front park the senti- 
ment of the city is strongly committed. 
Three radical traffic-parkways should 
be opened from the Twelfth street plaza, 
one northwest to Fairground and O’Fal- 
lon Park, another west to Grand av- 
enue to connect with Lindell; West Pine 
and Forest Park boulevards, and a third 
southwest from Twelfth street te a 
great athletic field on Grand avenus 
and thence to the city Imits.”

LONDON, Jan. 8.—Following an ad- 
mission by Sir Edward Grey, the British 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs, in a 
House of Commons statement that the 
possibility of intervention was being 
given attention by the Powers should 
the peace plenipotentiarfes fail to reach 
an agreement, the Balkan delegates 
were unofficially informed that the am- 
bassadors at Constantinople were con- 
tinuing to exert pressure on the Porte, 
in order to find the best way to come 
to terms withthe Balkan states. 

Some difficulties are being met with 
at the ambassadorial conference in Lon- 
don, and the question of the frontiers 
of Albania has been abandoned for the 
moment, as it has been found impossible 
to reconcile the desires of Austria for 
an extended Albania and accept the sug- 
gestions of Russia for narrowing the 
boundaries of the new state. 

The ambassadors examined a long de- 
tailed memorandum presented by the 
Greek Premier, M. Venizelos, in which 
he enumerated all the racial, historical, 
veographical and cultural reasons in fa. 
vor of the annexation of the Aegean 
Islands to Greece. 





Adrianople on One-Fourth Rations; 
80,000, Sick 
LONDON, Jan. 8.—A_ Sofia dispatch 


gives reports from Adrianople, saying 
the rations in the invested town have 
been reduced to one-fourth. Eighty 
thousand persons are sick, withour 
medical aid or the means of_obtaining 
warmth.

Eighteen of House, Three More 


Than a Majority, Ap- 
prove Measure. 








HALE ASKS THE COST 





Resolution to Ascertain Ex- 
penses of Previous Movement 
Delays Action. 





The Legislation Committee of the 
House of Delegates Tuesday night re- 
ported favorably for passage the Dill 
authorizing the election of a board of 
freeholders to frame a new charter for 


St. Louls. Aithough there were present 
more than enough members to pass the 
bill, it was laid over until the next meet- 
ing on objections of the minority. 

An effort to place the Dill on ita 
passage was forestalled by a resolution 
introduced by Delegate Hale, calling on 
the Comptroller to prepare. statistics 
showing the total cost of the board*’of 
freeholders and the election at which 
the proposed new charter was defeated 
two years ago. He said he had heard 
the cost was $175,000, 

Eighteen members of the House told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that they fa- 
vored the passage of the bill. Two 
were openly opposed to it, and four 
refused to express their opinion, saying 
they were not. sufficiently . informed. 
Three were absent from the meeting. 
Fifteen votes are necessary to pass the 
ineasure,

Delegate Hale had ready another 


amendment in case the bill was placed ff 
on its passage, to require that the, 
Board of Freeholders publish the sec- 
tions of the Charter section by section 
as they are considered, and at least 
30 days before the date of final action 
on each particular section. 
Secrecy Caused Complaint. 

Hale explained that he heard much 


was in session regarding the secrecy 
with which it worked, and that he be- 
lieved citizens were entitled to know, 
far in advance of final decision, the 
matters under consideration. He said 
he believed much opposition to the 
Charter proposed two years ago re- 
sulted from the fact that its provisions 
were not made known to the public be- 
fore the Charter was completed. 
While Hale refused to commit himself 
on the bill before the House, he said 
he expected to support it if his amend- 
ment should be adopted. Delegate Eil- 
ers said he favored a new charter, but 
had not examined the bill in detail. 
Roger Baldwin, secretary of the Cen- 
tral Council of Civic Agencies, attended 
the meeting. He said\that he was con- 
fident the bill would pass, and that it 
would have carried after it was report- 
ed from the committee if it had been 
insisted on. 

Speaker Sommerich said every Repub- 
lican in the House should support the 
bill. ‘“‘The platform on which we were 
elected pledged us to a new charter,”’ 
he said, 

The bill for the election of freeholders 
was introduced in the City Council and 
passed that body by a unanimous vote 
several weeks ago. 


WILD WHEAT EXPECTED 
TO DOUBLE THE YIELD 


CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—Prof. Aaron Aaron- 
sohn, director of the Jewish agricultural 
experimental station at Haifa, Pales- 
tine, discoverer of wild wheat .which 


acientists predict will ultimately double 
the wheat supply of the woria, expiained 
his experiments with the plant before a 
scientific fraternity at the University of 
Chicago, He asserted that the discovery 
would revolutionize the cultivation of 
wheat in the United States. 

The acientist said that many other 
varieties of great commercial value had 
been produced at the experiment station. 
Among those is a variety of the sesame 
plant, the oil producing qualities of 
which had been doubled. 

The lecturer recommended the impor- 
tation of other plants from the Orient 
into America, affirming that millions of 
dollars could be gained in this way.

Gives Cots and Bedding to 
Homeless Men and Keeps 
Both Clean. 


LODGES 225 EVERY NIGHT 








Speaker Sommerich Goes to Chi- 
cago to See How It Avoids 
‘Maudlin Sentiment.’

Speaker Sommerich of the House of 
Chicago, investisating 
the manner in which that city runs its 
municipal lodging house. His journey 
was caused by the debate over methods 
of caring for the men at the old Four 
with 


Courts Building, where the floor, 


the only 
men 


newspapers spread on it, is 
sleeping place for hundreds of 


nightly. 


Mayor Kreismann has been quoted as 
saying that ‘maudlin sentiment” 
in the matter should be avoided, that 
all the homeless men should expect is 
to be made a little more comfortable 
than they would be without the shel- 
ter, and that cots would quickly be- 
come infested with vermin, and would 
have to be destroyed—unless night 
shirts were furnished to the men, and 
baths required, a plan which he deems 
impracticable. 

Delegate John J. Lahiv, who has de- 
nounced the present arrangement, and 
the requirement of two hours’ work in 
payment for the shelter, bread and cof- 
fee, spoke on this subject to the House 
Tuesday night, while 150 of the men 
from the lodging house, under the chap- 
eronage of a policeman, listensd from 
the gallery. 

Salvation Army Succeeds in Effort. 

While this discussion has been raging, 
the Salvation Army has been demon- 
strating, to the satisfaction of its offl- 
cers, that it is feasible to provide cots 
for penniless lodgers. Maj. C. A. Son- 
derholm, in charge of three such estab- 
lishments, expressed surprise that the 
Mayor should refer to the suggestion 
of cots as a piece of “‘maudlin senti- 
ment.”’ 

Maj. Soderholm is in charge of the 
Social and Industrial Department of the 
Salvation Army, which has the Indus- 
trial Home at 13 North Third street, 
where 6 men are accommodated every 
night; the Broadway Hotel at 114% 
North Broadway, where 75 men. sleep, 
and the East/ St. Louis Home, which 
houses 90 men a night. 

The beds are of iron frame, with steel 
springs, and each one has a mattress, 
two sheets, two blankets, a comfort, a 
pillow and a pillow case. No particu- 
lar difficulty is found in keeping them 
clean, the Major says. All the beds 
are sprayed with a liquid disinfectant 
three’ times a week in thé winter and 
every day in summer. The sheets and 
pillow cases are changed at least once 
a week and the blankets and mat- 
tresses are fumigated at least once in 
10 days. No charge is made for the 
use of these beds. 


Paid for the Work They Do. 
The occupants are expected to do a 


little work around theebuildings, but 
they are paid for the work, so that 
beds cost them nothing. 

‘Tf, when an applicant for a hed 
comes in,’’ said the Major, “we notice 
he is particularly dirty, he is asked to 
take a shower bath. If he refuses we’ 
have to refuse him the use of a bed, 
but I do not find that these men have 
the aversion to water that is often 
attributed to them. I think it would be 
a fine thing if the city would put beds 
in its lodging house and require the 
men to take a bath before using them.

“One man at $25 a month could do all 
that is necessary,”’ he said. ‘‘There .a 
no occasion to register the lodgers with 
their age, nationality, last residence 
etc. All that is needed is to have the 
floor marked off in sections. One man 
could show an applicant to a sectio 
and leave him. 

“These men are not going to steal 
anything, and they couldn’t find any- 
thing to steal if they wanted to. 

“It is a crime to make the men get 
out in such weather as we had today 
and work two hours for their lodging 
and a 5-cent meal.’’

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‘DOES ST. LOUIS 
WANT HOME RULE? 


By ALEXANDER H. ROBBINS, 


Chairman of the Sub-Committee of the Church 
Federation of Legislation and 
Law Enforcement. 


In view of the repeated concessions being 
made by the Business Men’s League with 
respect to the home rule bill advocated by 
them, and in view of the very restricted 
measure of home rule advocated by the 
Civic League, it would seem quite pertinent 
to ask whether local public opinion is in 
favor of home rule at all. 

In Mr. Tyrrell Williams’ very interest- 
ing article in Saturday’s Post-Dispatch he 
says that the Civic League specifically op- 
poses local control of elections and in this 
respect I believe the preponderance of pub- 
lic opinion is agreed. He says also that 
the league favors home rule in police and 
excise affairs with a governmental veto at- 
tached. Moreover, in respect to police af- 
fairs he calls attention to the splendid ad- 
ministration of the present Police Board 
and suggests a State law perpetuating the 
merit system adopted voluntarily by the 
present board. 

The Post-Dispatch also, in a recent edi- 
torial, declared its opposition to home rule 
if its advocates merely intended thereby 
to arbitrarily evade the Sunday closing 
law or any other State law; and Mr. Hawes. 
in an article in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, 
stated that only a few advocates of jhome 
rule were in favor of elective local officials 
and still fewer were expressing any inten- 
tion of escaping the effect of the Sanday 
closing laws, which he said should be en- 
forced until repealed. 

All this, I am sure, is very satisfactory 
and very enlightening to the citizens af this 
city. It proves one thing, to wit: that pub- 
lic sentiment will not tolerate a home rule 
bill whose ulterior purpose is merely to 
violate the Sunday law, or any other law. 
Even labor unions would hardly favor a 
law that would force thousands of bar- 
tenders, porters and other laborers to 
work on Sunday. 

The Public Morals Committee of the 
Church Federation made a thorough in- 
vestigation of the subject of home rule, 
from its historical and practical side. The 
committee was quite free to admit the prin- 
ciple of home rule and the political wisdom 
of dividing the powers of sovereignty 
among many jurisdictions, and thus pre- 
venting a concentration of executive power 
in any one Official. 

But in determining the question whether 
the police and dramshop laws should be 
administered by local officials in large 
cities we decided this was a mere question 
of expediency. How has the plan worked 
in othér large cities? We corresponded 
with the editor of the New York World and 
‘in reply were promptly furnished with 
copies of several recent editorials in which 
the editor of the World had traced the ex- 
perience of New York under local police 
rule and in which he reaches the conclusion 
that home rule in New York‘has proven a 
complete failure and disastrous to the good 
name and best interests of the city. 

The experience of New York with home 
rule was sufficient, in the eyes of the Pub- 
lic Morals Committee of the Church Fed- 
eration, to justify its position that present 
conditions in St. Louis, which are generally 
admitted to be satisfactory, do not demand 
a change and the adoption of a policy of 
local administration of State law which has 
proven disastrous in other large cities. 
And this seems now ta be the concensus 
of opinion throughout the city so far as un- 
restricted home rule legislation is con- 
cerned. The demand now is for a joint 
control by city and State governments 
which gives the power of appointment to 
the former and the power of removal to the 
latter. 

One point, however, remains to be set- 
tled. The Civic League proposes to give 
the Governor the power of removal of al! 
Commissioners appointed by the Mayor 
Mr. Hawes agrees to this proposition if the 
removal is for cause. The distinction be- 
tween removal for or without cause 
amounts to nothing unless it is provided 
that all local Commissioners before being 
removed shall be tried by the Governor and 
shall have a right of appeal from his de- 
cision to some higher tribunal. 

For reasons just indicated, therefore, 
and in view of the extremely liberal conces- 
sions made by those advocating home rule, 
the Public Morals Committee of the Church 
Federation is not inclined to believe that 
there is any great public demand for a 
change from the satisfactory conditions 
now prevailing. But if home rule in some 
form is demanded by the people, as a mat- 
ter of principle the committee would cer- 
tainly favor the suggestion of the Civic 
League, that power shall be vested in the 
Governor to remove locally appointed. of- 
ficials who are derelict in the enforcement 
of State laws. The State, whose laws are 
superior to city ordinances and regulations, 
should certainly have some power to com- 
pel the recognition of its sovereignty with- 
in the limits of this city. With such an 
amendment to the home rule bills we would 
at least avoid the disastrous experiences 
of New York so widely exposed in the Beck- 
er trial,and disarm much of the public sus- 
picion of the ulterior purpose of home rule 
legislation with regard to the non-enforce- 
ment of State laws.

Knowing that waitresses receive on an average 
of $4 to $5 a week (out of which they must pay 
their earfare, board and clothing) I asked her 
why she did not seek employment as a mald or 
cook. Her answer was as follows: 

“Why! haven’t I tried it. All the places are 
alike in most respects, but the last one was 
awful. The people were wealthy and occasionally 
had dinners. When the guests left it was some- 
times 2 or 3 in the morning, but I had to stay up 
and clean the silver and put it away. Then I had 
to get drinking water, for the young ladfes, help 
them to bed and then go to my bed in the attic, 
and no matter how tired I was in the morning I 
had to arise at 5:30, and one night I had to sleep 
under some wet clothes which were hung in the 
attic to dry and it made me so i]l that I just quit 
living out’ and secured a position as waitress, 
and while the salary is small here it is heaven 
compared to being a domestic.” 

No doubt the women who made existence so 
miserable for this girl are called “ladies” and 
some of the charitable kind who know so little 
about the conditions of the working girls that 
they have no sympathy for a person who cannot 
support herself on the $5 a week which their hus- 
bands pay. 

It is time women were forgetting frills, fash- 
icns and votes to cultivate some womanliness— 
for a mean woman is the meanest thing on earth.

The establishment of a municipal 
slaughter house and municipal or gov- 
ernment inspection of all meats sold in 
Des Moines was planned a few days ago 
by the City Council in adopting a reso- 
lution by Mayor Hanna instructing the 
legal department to draw an ordinance 
to cover these needs. 
The ordinancé will provide for a mu- 
nicipal slaughter house and inspection 
by municipal or Government experts as 
at other licensed slaughter houses. The 
measure is aimed to prevent the sale of 
meat in the city from cattle diseased at 
the time of being killed. It is said that 
this city has been the dumping ground 
for bad meat for a number of years by 
reason of lack of inspection. Farmers 
will not be barred from selling their 
meat in the city, providing they have 
their cattle killed at the municipal 
slaughter house, under inspection.

In 
four years his crop bad matured, and 
he sold it for $82, which is a return of
